has held the present time. The city itself cultural 
center, and known the world over for its Tournament 
Roses parade New Year’s Day and for the East-West 
football classic which held the Rose Bowl the same 
day. The Tournament Roses parade five miles 
length, graced with floral tributes from cities all over the 
Pacific Coast. Some floats require one hundred thousand 
blossoms decorate, and artificial blooms any kind 
are allowed appear the floats. 

Henry Huntington Library and Art 
Within ten minutes the hotel the Henry Hunt- 
ington Library and Art Gallery. This ranks among the 
world’s greatest museums. comprises about two hundred 
thousand rare books and more than million and quarter 
original manuscripts very great money value. The 
Huntington Art Gallery contains the greatest English 
portraits ever gathered under one roof. The collection 
made forty-five paintings: forty-one portraits and 
four landscapes. The most famous painting this col- 
lection Gainsborough’s Blue Boy, which was bought from 
the Duke Westminster 1921 for the sum $640,000. 
Pinkie, the companion picture the Blue Boy, also 
display this gallery. When this marvelous collection 
was opened the public, Mr. Huntington stipulated that 
there should charge any kind made for admittance 
the gallery the library. The only requisite that 
reservations made advance, inasmuch the number 
people visiting the museum any one day limited, 
and they extend very cordial invitation groups such 
yours visit this art center, which also one Cali- 
fornia’s garden spots. 

California Institute Technology.—The California 
Institute Technology also located within ten minutes 
the hotel.

County Charters and survey re- 
vealed that majority the county units were not 
possession charters. These were lost through changes 
county officers and failure transfer official records. 
Under Council action, new charters have been issued. Sev- 
eral counties were without constitutions and by-laws, and 
steps were taken have them adopt new constitutions and 
by-laws conforming the provisions the Association’s 
Constitution and By-Laws. 


(h) Subscriptions Medical Libraries—A contribution 
$2,723 was made the Lane and the Los Angeles County 
Medical Libraries. 

(i) Visits County Societies—During the year your 
secretary has, either company with President Morrow, 
President-Elect Roblee, Speaker Goin, Councilor the 
District, alone, attended meetings the following 
county societies: Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino, Im- 
perial, Sacramento, Merced, Kings, Monterey, Salinas, 
Pasadena, Solano, Napa, Sonoma, Kern, Fresno, Contra 
Costa, Humboldt, and Marin. these “Association 
Nights,” informative discussions are had upon Association 
and county questions that are vital interest every 
doctor. 


These meetings serve also cement our constituent units 
into state organization with common interests and pur- 
poses with central headquarters. Their value further evi- 
denced our increased membership, sustained county 
activity, and interest and live-going units. 

addition, your secretary has attended and participated 
meetings of: State Tuberculosis Association; State 
Safety Council; American Legion; Golden Gate Inter- 
national Exposition; Young Women’s Christian Associa- 
tion; Annual conference State Secretaries; Parent- 
Teachers Association; Association American Medical 
State Hospitals Association; State Nurses An- 
nual meeting. Every opportunity was embraced develop 
good will and codperation with these several influential 
groups. Many citations could made the value these 
contacts which are self-evident. 


(j) Association These are the head- 
quarters every member, and your secretary seeks 
cause serve. Official records are carefully kept and 
important data are secured and made available for refer- 
ence. daily average one hundred letters are received 
and answered. average six personal interviews per 
day are had with members, students, visiting doctors, and 
lay persons. Some days many fifteen persons have 
called. These visits are welcomed and establish central 
office, where dependable information may secured. Like- 
wise, many telephone calls inquiry are answered each 
day. effort made tabulate the number these 
letters, visits, telephone inquiries, which amount into the 
thousands and consume the time all the office personnel.

Your editor, naturally, full accord with the pattern 
and division contents, which, for the last few years, has 
been found each issue CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
and the members the Publication Committee 
assume that the typographical and other set-up must 
satisfactory desirable and convenient arrangement, 
since practically criticisms suggestions for change 
have been called their attention. apology made for 
the space devoted organization matters, because the 
understanding medical-economic issues today para- 
mount importance the scientific interests the profession 
and the public health responsibilities the State are 
safeguarded and promoted. These facts are particularly 
pertinent relation the official journals state medical 
societies. 

However, placing emphasis upon medical-economic 
and organization work, CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN 
CINE has not neglected the promotion scientific topics, 
and gratifying know that the subject matter pre- 
sented contributing members measures standards 
that compare favorably with the best medical literature, 
with especial reference the interests and needs phy- 
sicians general practice. 

During the last year the experiment supplements, 
cover what are practically reference monographs, has been 
tried, and our impression that these additions the 
regular issues have commended themselves readers. 

The sorrow that comes each year, with the advent 
each annual session, the realization that, owing lack 
space, many the more technical papers must 
released for publication elsewhere. large society such 
the California Medical Association, there is, however, 
other alternative. Essayists who are the annual 
session program, and whose papers are specialized 
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nature and who would prefer appearance technical 
journal, are requested make early requests for release 
print elsewhere.

cussions, and other comment and aid. our continued 
ambition have CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE 
reflect the highest credit upon the California Medical As- 
sociation and its members.

REPORT THE LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


the President and the House Delegates: 


Events have moved rapidly during the past year, and 
unusual number legal matters have come before the As- 
sociation since the last report this department. 


order not unduly extend this report, only brief 
review the more important phases the past year’s work 
will undertaken. 


Corporate department’s reports for the 
years 1935 (CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, May, 
1936, page 412), and 1936 (Supplement CALIFORNIA AND 
WEsTERN April, 1937, page 42), summarized 
the decisions Pacific Employers’ Insurance Company 
vs. Insurance Commissioner, and Benjamin Franklin Life 
Insurance Company vs. Insurance Commissioner. These 
cases, each decided District Court Appeal, our 
opinion firmly establish the California law that 
corporation cannot directly indirectly practice medicine 
surgery. addition the foregoing cases, the legis- 
lature 1937 enacted the Business and Professions Code, 
several sections which codify the rule forbidding corpo- 
rate practice medicine. believed that these sections 
are such vital importance the medical profession that 
they ought quoted full herein: 

2006. The term means natural person when 


right, privilege power conferred this chapter upon 
person. 


2007. The term “professional” relates the art and sci- 
ence medicine and surgery and such other arts and 


sciences as may be included within the fleld of medicine 
and surgery. 


2008. Corporations and other artificial legal entities have 
professional rights, privileges powers. 


These three sections are, effect, legislative decla- 
ration the public policy which forbids corporations 
practice any means the profession medicine and 
surgery. 

There now pending before the California Supreme 
Court action entitled People the State California 
the Relation the Board Medical Examiners vs. 
Pacific Health Corporation. this case the Attorney- 
General has taken the position that the activities the 
Pacific Health Corporation constitute, effect, the prac- 
tice medicine corporation. Acting pursuant 
direction the Council, prepared exhaustive brief 
upholding the position the Attorney-General and filed 
with the Supreme Court. The court took the matter 
under submission several months ago, and early January 
set aside its order submission, stating that four mem- 
bers the court could agree upon decision. The case 
now again the calendar for oral argument. The Pacific 
Health Corporation has argued that its activities not 
infringe upon the rule law forbidding the corporate 
practice medicine. The corporation’s brief before the 
Supreme Court contains the statement that 


We do not contend that a corporation can actually or 
legally practice medicine or any other profession. 


other words, the corporation candidly states that 
would illegal for engage the practice medicine 
surgery. 

County Hospitals—During the past year this depart- 
ment has endeavored full assistance the special 
committee county hospitals, which Dr. Louis 
Packard the chairman, and your General Counsel has 
attended several meetings this committee, held San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. Many legal problems have 
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arisen connection with this subject, some them such 
complex nature that great deal time has necessarily 
been spent the committee and the Council their con- 
sideration. 

Proposed Basic Science Law.—Acting pursuant in- 
structions Dr. George Kress, General Chairman 
the Committee Basic Science Law, this department 
reviewed detail the various drafts proposed initia- 
tive and prepared for the members the Council and the 
committee detailed memorandum discussing and explain- 
ing all the legal points which appeared neces- 
sarily involved the proposed basic science initiative. 
the present time this department is, pursuant instruc- 
tions, working upon proposed constitutional amendment 
discussed and possibly submitted the legislature 
its next session. believed that short time will 
possible submit the committee preliminary and 
tentative draft proposed constitutional amendment 
which will include all the provisions which have been 
agreed upon necessary any workable basic science 
legislation. 

Los Angeles County Medical Association 
Some time ago was determined the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association revise its by-laws order 
that they might more appropriate for government 
the largest component county society. Dr. Edward 
Pallette, Chairman the Committee Revision the 
By-Laws, requested your General Counsel assist its 
labors. Inasmuch the Los Angeles County Medical As- 
sociation incorporated organization, there were 
number technical legal problems confronting the Com- 
mittee Revision the By-Laws. The magnitude the 
task which confronted this committee difficult describe 
and cannot visualized unless one has had personal ex- 
perience similar undertakings. 


Therefore, believed that the excellent code by- 
laws which resulted from the labors the committee, with 
the legal assistance this department, one the most 
important and the same time more satisfactory accom- 
plishments the past year. 


Medical Jurisprudence Column.—As stated the report 
this department last year, column CALIFORNIA AND 
WESTERN MEDICINE, entitled “Medical Jurisprudence,” was 
created the Council 1936. During the past year, arti- 
cles medical, legal, and other topics interest the 
medical profession have been prepared for this column. 
The articles Medical Jurisprudence have been selected 
from among the subjects which have tentatively been de- 
cided upon for inclusion the proposed Physicians’ Hand- 
book. the intention your General Counsel that 
the near future preliminary draft the Physicians’ Hand- 
book may prepared, using much the that 
has appeared from month month the Medical Juris- 
prudence column. Comments and suggestions members 
the Association, with respect this column and the 
Physicians’ Handbook, are cordially invited. 


Physicians’ stated under the previous 
heading, the contemplated Physicians’ Handbook 
process preparation. Your General Counsel, Secretary- 
Treasurer, and Editor are endeavoring carry out the di- 
rections the Council and that end have prepared 
tentative outline the subjects included the hand- 
book and, above stated, various preliminary drafts 
particular subjects have been prepared and printed 
CALIFORNIA AND WESTERN MEDICINE, under the heading 
“Medical Jurisprudence.” 


Compensation Council, its fall 
meeting, authorized your General Counsel appear before 
the California Court action entitled Pacific 
Employers’ Insurance Company vs. Industrial Accident 
Commission and Kenneth Tator. Pursuant the Council’s 
authorization, your General Counsel and Mr. Howard 
Hassard, one his associates, appeared before the Supreme 
Court during oral argument the case and subsequently 
prepared and filed written memorandum points and 
authorities behalf several physicians who had ren- 
dered professional services Kenneth Tator. This pro- 
ceeding involved the following question: Where em- 
ployee employed Massachusetts Massachusetts 
employer injured while temporarily California 
special job for the employer, and treated California

physicians, can the injured employee recover compensation 
and the physicians reasonable fee for their services 
California, must both the injured employee and his phy- 
sicians proceed therefor Massachusetts? Before the 
Supreme Court this department argued that would 
against the public policy this State require its phy- 
sicians elsewhere recover the reasonable value 
their services. The Supreme Court, speaking through 
Mr. Justice Douglas Edmonds, agreed with our position 
and decided the case favor the injured employee and 
his attending physicians. 

Malpractice Early last fall number 
different types Lloyd’s London malpractice insurance 
policies were being issued throughout the State members 
the Association. The legal department received liter- 
ally hundreds inquiries from Association members with 
respect Lloyd’s London and malpractice insurance 
generally. investigation established that 
there were that time least thirty different kinds 
malpractice insurance contracts being issued the name 
Lloyd’s London and that two these contracts 
were alike, some being adequate legal form and others 
obviously affording incomplete protection the insured. 
the same time requests for assistance were received 
from several county societies, and endeavoring aid 
these societies, particularly the San Francisco County 
Medical Society, model form Lloyd’s London mal- 
practice insurance policy was eventually prepared. 

the request the Executive Committee the Coun- 
cil, further survey the entire malpractice field was 
made and formal report was presented the Council 
its meeting January 15, 1938. this report brief 
résumé the American insurance companies writing mal- 
practice insurance was made and detailed review the 
various surplus line brokers representing underwriters 
Lloyd’s London was presented. Since that report your 
General Counsel has been informed that one the few 
American companies writing malpractice insurance has 
retired from the field. Your General Counsel has also re- 
cently been informed that the surplus line brokers Cali- 
fornia through their own association have agreed adopt 
the Lloyd’s London policy form prepared and approved 
this department, and said their intention 
use exclusively that the future all Lloyd’s London 
malpractice insurance policies will uniform. 
hoped that this information accurate and will prove 
the fact. 


The tremendous amount research and correspondence 
carried the legal department the past year the 
subject malpractice insurance difficult summarize 
this report. Your General Counsel has been requested 
to, and will, present full report this subject the 
House Delegates its first meeting Pasadena. Inter- 
ested members the Association are also referred 
the various reports malpractice insurance which have 
been published will published CALIFoRNIA AND 
the Bulletin the Los Angeles 
County Medical Association, and the Bulletin the San 
County Medical Society.* 
the past year, opinions have been 
requested and furnished dealing with such subjects Cali- 
fornia Unemployment Reserves Act, the legal and ethical 
aspects certain types group medical practice, the legal 
scope the practice chiropractic, the legal status 
methods operation county hospitals effect several 
the counties, and many other subjects. Under instruc- 
tions from the Council, this department has undertaken the 
defense physicians who have been sued for damages 
consequence testifying criminal prosecution based 
upon the alleged unlawful practice medicine. 

Attendance conferences officers meetings the 
Council, Executive Committee, and other standing and 
special committees, has been maintained throughout the 

Members this department have also enjoyed meeting 
with the members number the county societies, 
where matters legal import were considered.

The committee has been informed that number 
surplus line brokers were engaged writing physicians’ 
defense and indemnity insurance contracts behalf 
different groups underwriters Lloyd’s London, 
England. The committee also found that surplus line 
brokers are authorized the California Insurance Code 
issue contracts insurance any particular field after 
has been determined the Insurance Commissioner that 
less than per cent the authorized and admitted in- 
surers doing the particular class insurance business 
involved (in this case liability insurance) are refusing 
issue insurance contracts the type sought issued 
the surplus line brokers. 

With respect those insurance companies authorized 
transact liability insurance business the State Cali- 
fornia, the committee found the following: the Medical 
Protective Company Fort Wayne, Indiana, issues phy- 
sicians’ defense and indemnity policies members the 
California Medical Association only, the rate $32 per 
annum and with coverage $5,000 $15,000, but ex- 
cludes the following: 

(a) Most surgery, unless done emergency 

(b) Any liability growing out the ownership, oper- 
ation and supervision any x-ray equipment for thera- 
peutic work; 

(c) Any liability arising out the ownership, operation, 
and supervision any hospital, sanitarium clinic, any 
business enterprise. Upon payment premium $48 
per annum the company will remove the surgery restriction. 
other words, surgeon must pay $48 per year for cover- 
age $5,000 $15,000. appears that the Medical Pro- 
tective Company will insure against liability arising from 
the use x-ray equipment for therapeutic work pre- 
mium not less than $150 for the minimum coverage. 

The Zurich General Accident and Liability Insurance 
Company, Ltd., according the committee’s information, 
will issue physicians’ indemnity policies certain instances. 
But the committee also informed that the Zurich will 
not issue policy physician who not member 
his county society and the State Association, and even 
though physician member his state and county 
societies the company exercises rigid selection. This com- 
pany not all anxious enter the malpractice field 
large scale. 

There may other insurance companies authorized 
business California ‘which will write malpractice poli- 
cies, but your committee not aware their identity. 

The large number surplus line brokers representing 
various groups underwriters located Lloyd’s Lon- 
don, England, who are engaging the malpractice in- 
surance business this state, are not well known 
the medical profession nor are their policies, or, fact, the 
very nature Lloyd’s insurance. 
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Lloyd’s divided into many groups underwriters, each 
operating independently the other. California these 
groups are represented approximately thirty-seven agen- 
cies known “surplus line brokers.” Insurance agents 
the various towns and cities the State place the insurance 
their clients (i. physicians) with the surplus line 
broker. insurance terminology the insurance agent 
known the “producer,” and the surplus line broker 
often referred the “broker,” “underwriter,” “agent.” 
(Mr. Hartley Peart, attorney for the California Medical 
Association, advises that this language utterly disregards 
the legal distinction between “agent” and 

The various Lloyd’s groups (often referred “under- 
writers”), each acting for itself, prepare so-called under- 
lying contracts the terms which the particular group 
authorizes specified agents (surplus line brokers) vari- 
ous parts the world issue contracts insurance 
individuals the name “Lloyd’s London.” Each mem- 
ber the underwriting group signs his name this under- 
lying contract and indicates after his name the proportion 
the total liability which may incurred all the 
insurance contracts ultimately issued which agrees 
personally responsible for. Copies this underlying 
contract are then made available the agents the par- 
ticular underwriting group all over the world. Acting 
pursuant the authority contained underlying con- 
tract, surplus line brokers California issue and sign mal- 
practice insurance contracts bearing the 
London.” 

The question placing malpractice insurance with sur- 
plus line brokers representing underwriting groups 
Lloyds London, England, serious and immensely 
complicated problem. addition the problems created 
the very nature Lloyd’s there are the legal problems 
which exist consequence Lloyd’s being situated 
several thousand miles away from the State California. 

Finally, one San Francisco broker submitted 
form the committee for its approval disapproval. This 
form was submitted Mr. Peart with the request that 
review it. his recommendation, your committee ex- 
pressed its approval this particular policy. 

Your committee informed that within the past two 
months number surplus line brokers issuing Lloyd’s 
London policies have revised their policy forms conform 
with the policy form prepared under the direction Mr. 
Peart and approved your committee. the present 
time believed that most policy forms now being issued 
this State are, substance, identical with the form 
which your committe has approved, but has been im- 
possible verify this all instances. Therefore, and 
order that misunderstanding may arise, your committee 
recommends that expression approval disapproval 
withheld with respect malpractice insurance policies 
issued the name Lloyd’s London for the time being 
that your committee and Mr. Peart may have oppor- 
tunity fully verify the information concerning uniformity 
policy forms. 


The growth malpractice claims has become serious 
problem, and one which the medical profession must face 
and solve. Just why the problem has grown more acute 
recent years cannot said with certainty; but can 
indicate, the result our investigations, the course that 
must pursued the growing evil checked. 


Some investigators have pointed out the increase has 
kept pace with the therapeutic use radium and the roent- 
gen ray. The development surgery has received 
the blame. Well founded not, there food for thought 
the fact many insurance companies operating this field 
charge higher premiums for policies written for 
roentgenologists, and radiologists than for policies written 
for general practitioners. 


Your committee strongly recommends that consideration 
given the study the causes malpractice claim: 
outlined the Medical Defense Committee the Los 
Angeles Medical Society. They are:

further recommended that there appointed 
every county medical society medical defense committee 
whose duties shall be, whenever malpractice claim 
made threatened, investigate the case and advise 
its handling with all those concerned. 
this connection your committee submits the following 
recommendations 

shall the policy this committee and the 
component county society respect the privilege every 
member testify any case his conscience and opinion 
may dictate, and the committees shall not seek prevent 
any member from doing. shall all manner act with 
due regard the rights the patient. 

Whenever this committee informed that claim 
malpractice made threatened, the chairman secre- 
tary shall, soon possible, summon meeting the 
committee for the purpose investigating the circum- 
stances connected with the case. 

shall the duty every member the component 
county society notify the chairman secretary this 
committee any malpractice claim made threatened 
against him, against any other member the profession, 
and appear before this committee any time when 
may called and give the committee all the information 
may possess regarding the case. 

shall the duty every member this As- 
sociation who contemplates participation the preparation 
malpractice claim suit testifying any such suit, 
first notify the Medical Defense Committee his in- 
tentions and give his reasons therefor. 

member this Association shall make charge 
for services accept any compensation for acting with 
regard malpractice claim. the policy this 
Association that member shall speak disparagingly 
the treatment given any other member until has made 
himself thoroughly familiar with all the circumstances 
they existed the time the treatment was rendered. 


Your committee wishes emphasize the fact that the 
getting acceptable policy California, due 
mushroom growth malpractice suits, will never 
eliminated long the present laws remain the statute 
books. The committee informed that plaintiff need 
only allege negligence carelessness order obtain 
court hearing, and that courts have frequently been 
prevented from granting nonsuit reason such 
allegations. 


The Council recommends review the statutes and 
decisions other states effort ascertain whether 
not procedural legislation might not suggested which 
would afford better protection licensed persons. 


Your committee further recommends that every member 
the California Medical Association should member 
the Medical Society the State although 
member’s liability insurance policy provides the member 
with the services the carrier’s attorney, that attorney, 
under the ethics and principles his profession, must rep- 
resent the insurance carrier first. Hence, the defense serv- 
ice the member directed the fulfillment his client’ 
conception its contract with him, and the company’s 
interest which must all times protect. 


The Medical Society the State California makes 
possible for its members secure the personalized super- 
vision and participation all legal problems and trial 
conduct their own personal attorney, thus assuring full 
protection each member’s personal professional 
interest. The Society indemnifies the member for the ex- 
Pense his attorney. The member’s attorney, means 
codperation with the insurance company’s attorney, 
able provide the member with complete legal protection.

(a) The necessity creating and maintaining public 
good will and confidence for the individual doctor 
cine and the units our medical federacy. 

(b) cause the public and its governing agencies 
recognize that our profession and its organizational units, 
reason their training, past achievements, experience, 
intimate contacts, and capability, are more competent 
devise ways and means satisfactorily meet the medical 
needs all classes people than any other agency, govern- 
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mental branches, self-constituted groups individuals 
who are outside the pale medicine. 

Your committee has sought develop these two princi- 
ples through several ways and acquired contacts. Your 
committee alone quite impotent attain this public confi- 
dence.

history, organization, and objects this society. The fol- 
lowing will make clear these points and emphasize the 
extreme importance the organization. 


militant opposition the so-called “State Humane 
Pound Law,” which will come before the voters Initia- 
tive petition the General Election next November, the 
medical fraternity California and their lay friends are 
enlisting under the banner the California Society for the 
Promotion Medical Research. This society will conduct 
the campaign against the latest attempt the antivivi- 
sectionists throttle scientific research into the causes and 
cures disease California. 


For the first time since their defeat 1922, the self- 
styled “humane” groups have come before the people with 
another their time-worn attacks upon medical research. 
With plenty funds apparently their disposal, propo- 
nents the “State Humane Pound Law” are busily dis- 
claiming that this antivivisection measure. Yet high 
legal authority has declared the proposed law be, 
effect, antivivisection only thinly disguised, since would 
cut off the source supply animals for experimental 
purposes. 

The California Society for the Promotion Medical 
Research was organized 1915 medical, educational, 
and business leaders throughout the State. led the suc- 
cessful campaigns 1920, 1922, and previous years against 
the antivivisectionists, and today being strengthened for 
the campaign this fall increasing its membership among 
all classes our citizens.

President Wilbur has urged that all who have received 
communications from the Society join once that the 
effectiveness its work may not delayed.

Knowing that the field 
cancer anything but static, would recommend that 
these reports revised and brought date early 
day. Your committee has other plans for the future, though 
perhaps still somewhat visionary. These pertain gen- 
eral acceptance centralization activities with regard 
the diagnosis and treatment cancer. should like 
instrumental the formation diagnostic and/or 
treatment clinics according plans already worked out 
the Commission, used all hospitals throughout the 
State. Where smaller hospitals have not the facilities, 
patients could referred for diagnosis the group 
near-by larger hospital. feel that such groups would 
derive great benefit themselves, instrumental spread- 
ing knowledge other physicians, and would make 
able patients the best possible service. 


Organization Cancer Committees and Clinics 


The following paragraphs outline suggestions for the 
organization cancer committees and clinics: 

the present time appears feasible California 
organize two types cancer groups: 


purely diagnostic group small hospitals and com- 
munities where adequate radium and other equipment 
the handling all types malignancies cannot eco- 
nomically maintained. Patients should referred for 
treatment larger centers, where adequate equipment 
available. 


diagnostic and/or treatment group hospitals and 
communities where adequate apparatus and equipment 
already exist can obtained and economically operated. 


The principles organization and conduct both groups 
are substantially the same, except for the requirements 
equipment. 

PRINCIPLES 


Purpose—The group should bring together 
edge, training, and skill from all the various fields 
cine bearing upon the diagnosis cancer and its treatment, 
recognizing that the proper diagnosis and handling 
cancer the present time requires special knowledge, train- 
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ing, and experience more fields than any one physician 
can ordinarily expect acquire. 

minimum personnel must include 
surgeon, pathologist, radiologist, and internist, all spe- 
cially trained and experienced cancer. they are avail- 
able, desirable include specialists still narrower 
fields, g., gynecology, eye, ear, nose and throat, genito- 
urinary Organs, neurosurgery, chest surgery, etc. in- 
ternist young practicing physician who not too busy 
take histories and look after them would advantageous 
the group. 

Meetings—Regular stated meetings the entire 
group should held for the discussion all cases referred 
it, the frequency meetings depending upon the volume 
cases considered (usually not less often than once 
week). Diagnoses and recommendations for treatment 
should come from the group and not from individuals. 
should understood that patients once seen for diagnosis 
will return the group for regular follow-up examinations. 

records patients and the 
discussions the group about them must made and kept. 
The keeping such records must the responsibility 
some individual and this will doubtless require, for satis- 
factory operation any group, paid full-time part- 
time secretary. Sufficient forms for records may ob- 
tained from the American College Surgeons’ Cancer 
Committee. 

Radiotherapeutic X-ray equipment— 
adequate for all diagnostic purposes, and apparatus for high 
voltage x-ray therapy. Radium—a minimum 100 milli- 
meters, preferably salt, with the necessary applicators 
and filters. 

treatment undertaken under the direction 
the group, minimum equipment, such laid down the 
report the Radiology Committee the Cancer Com- 
mission December, 1932, should available. Needless 
say, the surgery and radiotherapeutic departments should 
under the direction experienced workers. The in- 
discriminate use x-ray and radium the hands any- 
one but experts will more harm than good. 

Present Functions Cancer Clinics—The Cancer 
Commission believes that there are present desirable 
cancer committees follows: 


(a) Cancer committees general charity hospitals 
(county hospitals, etc.). Whether not the Cancer Com- 
mittee should operate separate service, assuming com- 
plete charge diagnosis and treatment the cancer 
patients the hospital, will depend the wishes the 
staff. general, probably the best plan present for 
the clinic see all cancer patients the hospital, advising 
line treatment undertaken and referring patients 
back the services from which they came for carrying out 
the treatment. Such patients should seen from time 
time the committee for check results treatment 
and follow-up. 

(b) Cancer committees organized serve private 
hospital the community general. 

The Cancer Commission believes that the present time 
such cancer committees should offer consultation service 
for physicians, should make charge for consideration 
patients, should accept patients for examination and 
diagnosis who are not referred physicians, and should 
refer patients back for treatment. If, then, the physician 
originally referring patient desires have treatment 
carried out member the Cancer Committee, arrange- 
ments for this should the usual private patient con- 
sultation basis. 


County Medical Society 
cancer clinics groups should carried out by, and with 
the local county medical societies.

the 1937 annual session Del Monte, the Reference 
Committee reports standing and special committees 
reported follows: 

Report of the Special Committee on Qualifying Certifi- 
cate Law.—Although your committee is in favor of the 
passage of the Qualifying Certificate (Basic Science) Law, 
it does not feel that the expenditure of the moneys neces- 
sary therefor is feasible at this time, and recommends that 
this matter be held over for another year.

Shall Basic Science Law Submitted the State 
Election the Current Year, 1938, Shall Post- 
poned for the State Election Two Years Hence, 1940?

The committee has gone back, therein, the use the 
term “Basic Science Law” because every other similar 
law the United States named, and legal decisions 
are recorded under that title. 


Concerning the number and sciences which examina- 
tions would given, the committee decided five abso- 
lute subjects, instead choice five out ten, lest legal 
complications should arise giving such choice (since 
every candidate would not have taken his examination 
exactly the same subjects). 

The five subjects chosen are those which are practi- 
cally every Basic Science law. Certainly objection can 
made the three subjects anatomy, physiology, and 
chemistry, Basic Sciences. Bacteriology and hygiene 
seem the two other subjects that might acceptable 
all groups healing-art practitioners. (Whether these 
should designated nonmedical bacteriology elemen- 
tary bacteriology, nonmedical hygiene, whether sub- 
jects like embryology, botany, zodlogy, biology, even 
English would preferable bacteriology and hygiene, 
one, both, debatable question, which the Council 
may wish consider.)

The Venereal Disease Act was passed the legislature 
May, 1937, was signed the Governor, and became 
law August 27, 1937. Under the provisions the law, 
the Bureau Venereal Diseases was created separate 
bureau within the California State Department Public 
Health. The State program administered the State 
Department Health, under the direction Dr. Walter 
Dickie, Director the Department. The Bureau was 
reéstablished February, 1937, and Dr. Malcolm 
Merrill was appointed chief the Bureau. 

The system for reporting cases venereal diseases has 
been simplified and modernized. The number cases re- 
ported has increased per cent since these cards went 
into use, which shows better codperation the physicians 
reporting. Surveys have indicated that less than per 
cent the cases treated private physicians have been 
reported. When the Bureau was established, thirty-five 
venereal clinics were reporting monthly intervals the 
State Department. The number has increased seventy- 
seven. Another step has been improve the general 
standard medical care within the clinics. Almost all 
clinics have adopted the policies concerning admission laid 
down the Bureau Venereal Diseases, namely 

(a) Any patient for initial diagnosis and emergency 
treatment. 
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(b) Any case referred private physician for tests 
and consultation. 

(c) Any patient unable pay private physician for 
treatment. Residency requirements have been 

The Sacramento City Health Department Clinic was 
selected determine the workability various procedures 
record keeping, treatment schedules, nursing procedures, 
etc. The same general plan being inaugurated the 
Fresno Hounty Hospital Clinic, and will extended 
rapidly possible all clinics the State that 
cooperate with the State Department. The State Depart- 
ment Public Health assisting these clinics pro- 
viding equipment, clinic record forms, drugs, and 
series seven pamphlets have been issued. Two hun- 
dred thousand have been sent out from the State Depart- 
ment. Over one-half these have been mailed directly 
individuals result requests. 

The United States Public Health Service film, “Syphi- 
lis,” has been shown over fifty audiences. series 
seminars being planned for county medical societies, 
carried during the months May and June. The 
services Dr. Udo Wile, Professor Dermatology 
and Syphilology the University Michigan Medical 
School, have been obtained for this purpose.
